“It will be of Interest to you to
know that Claud Wakeland, Idalo
specialist on alfalfa weeovil, whe has
had peveral year's experionce over a
wiin Jorritory, says that he has nev-
or found the wesvil larve feeding on
red elover. 1 think the clover men
noeod have no fear from the weevll

unless thoy malntaln & nursery for |

them along wside thelr dlover fHeld
and do not feed tham sufficlent Al
falfa to anawer thelr nesds, There
are other pests, of comiwo, that must
be considered, but good rotation of
crops and leaving the elever down
one full year will preven{ most of
that sort of trouble

The alfalin weevil may be desiroy-
od In time by the parastic fly which
was Introduced lnto America a few
yoara ago and more recently into the
Soake River territory A better
distribution of these flles might
